WALNUT CROP ESTIMATE. 


— — 

Quarter of a Million to Be Paid for 

Freight to Move the Output East. 

Eight Hundred Cars Needed. 

Nineteen million, two hundred thou- 
sand pounds is the estimate made of 
the walnut crop by traffic men of the 
Southland, and $268,800 the freight 
revenue that will acerue to the rail- 
roads for its transportation.

IN WONDERLAND GARDEN. 


All, or a considerable portion, of the 
park would be covered with a great 
canopy and the whole enclosed during 
the year. There is room for extensive 
exhibits of trees, rare shrubs and 
bushes, @ great rose garden such as 
only Southern California can produce, 
hothouses for delicate plants and sec- 
tions for chrysanthemums and other 
flowers capable of attractive display. 

One of the most delightfully-unique 
features of the plan would be the util- 
ization of the pretty lake, now an im- 
portant part of the park. On its bor- 
ders could be planted rare and beau- 
tiful grasses and foliage plants and 
trees. Ferneries, surprise nooks whose 
beauties would cause visitors to gaze 
in pt amazement, and patches of 
vidlets would contribute to make the 
entire shore of the lake a gigantic 
wreath of surpassing beauty. 

In the lake water lilies and other 
ffowering water plants in an infinite 
variety of loveliness would be ar- 
ranged. These can be grown in many 
forms and covering a wide range of 
vivid coloring. Such a scene, never be- 
fore attempted, would be even more 
beautiful by night with electric lights 
gleaming from above and submerged 
lamps radiating a soft glow through 
the water and illuminating the glow- 
ing brilllance of the multi-colored 
liltes.

AFRICAN RELICS ON VIEW. 
Elephant Tusks and Other Sou 
nirs May Soon Be Seen at Athictic 
Club. 


* 

A notable collection of elephants’ 
tusks and other African relies, as- 
sembled by W. S. Cherry, anthropol- 
ogist and elephant hunter, will be 
placed on view at the Athletic Club 
in about three weeks. This an- 
nouncement was made yesterday by 
Cherry, who is now a restdent of 
Victorville... He was an explorer in 
ore Dark Continent from 1896 to 

The tusks in the collection are 
from animals slain by Cherry The 
largest pair is nine feet long and 
weighs 175 pounds. Most of the 
tusks in the collection are valued at 
about $5000 a pair. Cherry said yes- 
terday that he had killed about 250 
elephants. 

“It is much easier to kill an ele- 
phant by shooting it in the heart 
than in the brain,” Cherry explained, 
“The heart of an elephant is as large 
as a water bucket. The brain is 
about fourteen inches long and four 
inches In diameter and its position in 
the head ig horizontal, so that it 
makes a small target when the ani- 
mal is approaching vou. 

“The natives in Africa are very 
fond of elephant flesh, preferring 
even the smoked meat of the ele- 
phant to fresh antelope meat. The 
roasted foot of an elephant is con- 
sidered a delicacy by the Africans. 
An elephant’s foot is roasted over a 
slow fire for two days before it is 
ready to be eaten.” 

Cherry traveled 40,000 miles in 
Africa, spending most of the time in 
the central part of the continent.

This ie the gist of an opinion sent 
by the Attorney-General to Charles 
Wesley Reed, president of the State 
Civil Service Board, in feply to & 
query whether he could enforce the 
following proposed rule: \ 

“All employees in the various offices 
and departments of the State govern- 
ment subject to the civil service act 
are required to devote elght hours of 
labor each working day. Time off for 
moon is not included in the el&ht 
hours, The heads of the State offices 
and departments are required to fix 
a definite time for employees to re- 
port for morning and Afternoon work, 
and no empl@ee shall be, permitted 


The Attorney-General says: 

“I have carefully examined the 
civil service act and do not find the 
power to make or enforce the rule 


nor does it appear to be necessarily 


that, under any réasonable construc- 


the observance of such rule by State 
employees, were the same prescribed 
by your commission. 

_ “The question ts not whether such 
rule, or a complHance therewith, 
would be advantageous, benefcial or 
desirable. It is purely a question of 
power or authority in your commis- 
sion to make or enforce such rule, and 
it is my view that your commission

Such Men and Holds Eavesdrop-

Evidence obtained by eavesdrop- 
ping and from idle curiosity is not 
desirable in Judge Works's court. 

Because Joshua Hopper, a witness 
in ‘the divorce suit of Beatrice A. 
Ryerson against her husband, Ever- 
ett A. Ryerson, told in great detail 
yesterday of phone conversations of 
Mrs. Ryerson with cther men, the 
court turned a broadside on him. 

Direc hig remarks te Hopper, 
Judge Works said the statement he 


had made was one of the most re- 


markable he had ever listened to. 

The witness’ act, the court said, 
was identically the same as though 
he had hidden himself in a closet in 
his neighbor's house and had spied 
on their privacy. 

“Society is not safe from such men 
as you. You confess you had no ob- 
ject in doing these things, except 
mere curiosity, and say you expected 
to benefit no one. I cannot permit 
such a thing to pass without the 
severest condemnation.”’ 

The court’s castigation took the 
wind out of the sails of Hopper, 
whose testimony was in behalf of the 
husband. The latter had filed a cross- 
complaint charging his wife with mis- 
eonduct. Hopper further said that 
when she “made a date“ he followed 
her. It appears he nad told the neigh- 
bors What he had heard over the 
phone. The case will be continued 
today.

The property 
was used by Bethlehem for settle- 
ment purposes, but times changed 
and a foreign settlement sprang up 
so that there were no Christians to 
attend the church.
